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Claims 1-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bottcher et al, WO02/1 00538 cited by applicants. It teaches the instant catalyst and 
method of use. Se the Abstract etc. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Katz et 
al, WO-98/56498 cited by applicants. It discloses silicon oxide containing substrates. 
29Si NMR spectra are disclosed for some of these substrates. All of these spectra show 
a percent ratio of Q2/Q3 of less than 15. The substrates can contain ruthenium and are 
therefor heterogeneous ruthenium catalysts. See figures 6, 7, 9; p. 4, line 20- page 5, 
line 3; claims 1 , 13; p. 16, line 17- page 17, line 9; p. 18, lines 6-12.
